Squad 

Possible tragedy was avert¬ 
ed Sunday by the quick ac¬ 
tion of two cabin owners and 
the Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue Squad. 

Two boys, Ronald Ferris 
and Jerry Bensen, both 19, 
of Pomona, decided to climb 
the cliff north of Sturtevant 
Falls and became stranded 
about 60 yards from the top. 
They were on a hiking trip 
sponsored by B’nai B’rith. 

Two cabin owners in the 
area, Ralph Conway and 
Lewis Lubert, saw the strand¬ 
ed boys. Mr. Conway called 
the Rescue Crew while Mr. 
Lubert tossed a rope down to 
the boys. 

The Rescue Crew left Chan¬ 
try Flats at 1:05 p.m. and 
arrived at the scene 50 min¬ 
utes later. Earl La Lone was 
lowered down the cliff and 
tied ropes around the boys. 
Other members of the crew 
hoisted them to safety.

Scouting Is Big Business 

Within the next few days, you probably will be asked sf 
for a contribution to help support the San Gabriel Valley 
Council of the Boy Scouts of America. 

You’ll probably wonder how your money is to be spent, X 
who gets it and why? Some of the answers can be found </ 
In the Council’s budget report. X 

About 22,000 boys belong to the San Gabriel Valley n 
Council, which comprises a huge area from Catalina 
Island on the west, La Canada in the north, and Glendora, 3 
Covina and Puente on the east. rr 

It costs about $10 a year to make the scouting program ^ 
available to your son. The Boy Scouts, therefore, must 0 
collect from you about $200,000 a year, a large figure in 
the aggregate but not too staggering when broken down 
to the individual Scout. 

Only $10 a year, you say. Surely, a small amount, one 
that the parents of the boys could easily subscribe to. But 
the truth is that many parents, especially those with 
several children of scouting age, cannot afford the fee. 

This means that the Boy Scouts depend on everybody 
for support. You help through your contribution to the 
Community Chest and by your individual donation. 

The San Gabriel Valley Council received this year 
approximately $142,000 from Red Feather agencies. The 
remainder must be made up contributions from the indi¬ 
vidual. 

Of the $200,000 needed, $98,217 is spent to pay the 
salaries of 18 executives, an average of less than $6,000 
a year for each. 

A total of $45,530 is needed to pay a clerical staff of 
16, an average of a little more than $3,000 each. It takes 
$8,380 more a year for retirement and Social Security for 
executive and clerical staff members. 

In addition, field service expenses for the professional 
staff—automobile insurance, extra meals, car allowance, 
etc.—amount to $16,617 annually, while expenses incurred 
in training conferences account for $2,100. 

Dues to the Boy Scouts’ national office total $2,650. 
The balance of the budget is necessary to meet office 
expenses, insurance, maintenance, etc. 

Over and above the operating budge,t which actually 
totaled last year approximately $195,000, is another $241,- 
236 necessary to maintain and equip four Scout camps, 
help support the national Scouting Jamboree and other 
Scout shows and for promotional activities. 

All receipts for camping and related activities come 
from fees charged the boys who participate in them. In 
addition, there are numerous other expenses, such as print¬ 
ing, stationery, awards and additional clerical help. 

The San Gabriel Valley Council, consequently, has a 
total budget of $500,000, which, when you consider all the 
other councils in the United States, puts the Boy Scouts 
of America in the realm of big business.—H.W.E.
